PROFITS ON BANK CIRCULATION. | 
A correspondent asks it it is not a fact 
that “a national bank can deposit $50,000 
of 3 per cent United States bonds and re- 
ceive bank. notes to the amount of $45,000, 


} which it loans to its customers at from 4 to 
6 per cent?“ Then the correspondent asks. 


if the bank which draws 3 per cent on its 
bonds and gets from 4 to G per cent on the 
notes it loans does not make a pretty good 
profit, even after deducting $450 a year for 
the 1 per cent tax on circulation 
Apparently the correspondent, like many 
other persons, sees only one side of the ac- 
count. Take the case put by him. The 
bank will get 6 per cent on the notes it takes 
out, which will be $2,700, and $1,500 as 
interest on bonds, being a total of $4,200. 
But 3 per cent bonds command a premium 
ot about 10 per cent. It the bank were 
to sell its bonds and loan the $55,000 they 
represent it would get $3,300 a year, or only 
$900 less, than if it deposited the bonds and 
took out currency, But from that $900 
extra profit when notes are taken out must 
be deducted the tax of $450 a year on eir- 
culation and small charges amounting in 
the aggregate to $36, on account of cost of 
redemption, express charges, agents’ fees, 


to 8414. 4 | 

There is one other point to be considered. 
The 3 per cent bonds mature in 1918. Sup- 
pose a bank deposits bonds with a face value 
of $50,000, but which represent to it a value 
of $55,000. When those bonds mature the 
bank will be out $5,000. That loss must be 

spread over the nineteen years between now 
and 1918. It may be put roughly at $130 a 
year. Then the net profit due to taking out 


on an investment of $55,000 is not so great. 
The national banks did make a large 
profit off their circulation many years ago, 
when the interest rate on bonds was high 
and the premium was small. At present the 
banks are not making much off their circula- 
tion, as is shown by the fact that its volume 
falls 100 millions short of what it was thirty 
years ago. If the tax on circulation is re- 
pealed, and replaced by one on the fran- 
thises on the banks yielding about the same 
sum, the banks will not be great gainers by 
reason of the increased profits from cireula · 
tion. Honors will be about easy as far as 
they are concerned. There will, however, 
be a larger volume of bond-secured ¢ur- 
rency. That ought to please those who are 
complaining of ascarcity of money.

The song recital given by David Bispham 
at Central Music Hall last night was am ex- 
ceedingly interesting musical event. Mr. 
Bispham is a singer of thoroughly artistic 
temperament, honest and conscientious.in his 
work, amd alwaysreliable, His rich baritone 
voice, of great volume, is flexible and capable 
of the most delicate shading. He has given 
ample proof heretofore that he is just as 
admirable a ballad singer as interpreter of 
dramatic music. 

Last night's program was unusually inter- 
esting. In the first part Mr. Bispham sang 
five charming old English songs, among 
them Drink to Me Only with Thine Eyes.“
